The latest news from our sister county 
of Magoffin is to the effect that the Stan- 
dard Oil Company has succeeded in leas- 
ing about fifty thousand acres of land, 
sod the prospects are that the song of 
the spring bird will be accompanied by 
the merry dance of the drill. This is 
good news, for if the surface indications 
•nount to anything, right under our feet 
is a vast mine of liquid wealth, and the 
Standard has ample means to bring 1 
wealth to the surface. There are nui 
ons oil springs in thL« section, and 
geological formation is similar to that of 
the Pennsylvania oil field. It is well 
known thit oil belts run northeast and 
southwest. By consulting a map it will 
he seen that we lie southwest of the 
Pennsylvania oil region. Oil springs 
along Oil Creek and the Allegheny River 
induced Col. Drake to drill the first oil 
well in 1859. Very few had any faith 
in his theory, but, after many discour- 
agements he reached a depth of seventy 
feet and struck a vein of oil which yield- 
ed seventy barrels a day. This small 
hole in the ground opened the way to 
millions of wealth. Oil was found i 
Oil Creek at about an average depth of 
'500 feet, but in the Bradford field many 
of the wells are more than 2000 feet 
deep. Of late the Standard folks have 
Vest investing some of their spare mil- 
lions in railroad property. The New 
York and New England railroad recent- 
ly passed under their control, and J. A. 
Boatwick, a prominent Standard man, 
was elected president of the road. If 
the report be true that this company is 
the promt owner of the Kentucky 
f won, it means that the whistle of the 
locomotive will soon awaken the echoes 
among these mountains.
